Priced  at  $14.50,  the  new  educational  set  —  Collecting  America's  Coins:  Beginner  Basics  —  includes  a  one-cent  planchet,  a 
pair  of  circulating  one-cent  coins,  a  pair  of  satin-finish  uncirculated  dimes,  and  a  proof  condition  half-dollar,  with  an 
information  booklet  providing  a  helpful  introduction  to  numismatics.
